Small to execute to 
said Reeves a mortgage in the sum of 
two thousand and five hundred nnd 
filty-six dollars, when said Small did 
not owe said Reeves any sum of mon- 
ey. and sometime since September 
18S6, defendant Reeves procured a 
sale ol said land nnd the saint- was 
sold under a judgement of the Todd 
Circuit Court, without nny one being 
appointed to defend for said Small 
and Small's land, or enough of it, 
was sold to pay Reeves claim, then 
amounting to $3,170 40. Plaintiff 
prays that the sale of land be set 
aside and that he he allowed to defend 
the mortgage suit and that his land 
he restored to hull and if the land be 
not restored to him. that lie have 
judgment against Reeves. Coleman 
A Gill defendants, for $4 380 tromthe 
time the lands were sold. 

ludge Reeves denies the allegations 
of the plaintiffs petition, and in the 
wind up ol his answer says in sub- 
stance: That more than five years 
had elapsed alter the mortgage, etc., 
and after the judgment and sale of 
the land, wherefore llie defendent 
Reeves pleads and relies ujron the 
statute of limitation as a bar to any 
recovery in the action and prays that 
plaintiffs petition be dismissed. 

The suit against Reeves was filed, 
as we are told, in July 1893 and is not 
an electioneering scheme like the one 
against Guffy. The attorney for 
plaintiff, Small, ia B. F. Proctor, a 
prominent Democratic lawyer, of 
Bowling Green, Ky. 

We do not pretend to say that 
Reeves is in the wrong, nor that he 
is itf the right, for we do not know. 
We are satisfied that Jndge Guffy does 
not owe Jarbrc's estate anything and 
that the suit against him was gotten 
up either to force him to pay a claim 
he does not owe or to try to help 
Reeves — perhaps both objects were in 
view.

We -will 
soon be rid of another stench in the 
nostrils of the people. We refer to 
the Democratic primary in the Sev- 
enth Congressional District of Ken- 
tucky.

Superintendent Driskell has ap- 
pointed Messrs. Allen Kincheloe and 
Sam Pate as the County Board of Ex- 
aminers. 

Hon. John W, Lewis spoke here 
Monday. The court room was well 
filled, many being unable to find seats 
and were torced to stand. Mr. Lewis 
before he entered the rostrum had 
convinced all who met him that he 
was a high toned gentleman of a ge- 
nial disposition and pleasing manner. 
His speech was just what it should 
have been. It was not delivered 
boastingly, or with the intention to 
deceive or mislead. It was s|>okenin 
a pleasing view throughout. While 
it was interspersed with pleasantries, 
it was by no means light or flippant. 
He dealt largely and effectively ia 
facts. The tariff question was han- 
dled with consummate skill and to 
the entire satisfaction of his audience. 
The Democracy was terribly arraigned 
for its inconsistency and insincerity 
in dealing with this most important 
issue. Altogether Mr. Lewis gave 
entire satisfaction to thc party in the 
county. He has made friends and 
votes. He has materially brighten- 
ed the prosjiects of Republican suc- 
cess in this county.

The Kentucky Legislatures have 
been noted for many things. The last 
one made no particular reputation for 
itself, It seems to have attended to 
the business before it promptly and 
then adjourned.

Among the acts 
passed by it then is one that deserves 
attention. We refer to an act of Feb- 
ruary 27, 1894, entitled “Game and 
Birds.’’ Sec. 1944 reads as follows: 
“No person shall catch, kill, or pur- 
sue with such intent, or havethesaine 
in possession after it has been caught 
or killed any quail, partridge, or 
pheasant, between vlie first day of 
January and the fifteenth day of 1 No- 
vember in each year.” This statute 
plainly bears the ear marks of the 
Kentucky Fish and Game Club. The 
Kentucky Fish and Game Club is 
composed principally of gentlemen 
from the city of I^miaville, the most 
of whom ore business men. They 
generally take an outing during the 
holidays of December. For this reas- 
on it is now unlawful to shoot quails 
save from the fifteenth of November , 
to the first of January, The birds 
are thereby saved until the gentle- 
men of Louisville are ready to go out 
and bag them. We believe in game ' 
laws hut are not prepared to tamely 
submit to legislation in favor of the 
aenls of the city. Another section
